Shanghai. March 22. 
The nntiv* 
section of S hanghai was a city of 
flame* and bullets today and shots 
were falling continuously in the f o r ­ 
eign settlement, which was protected 
by troops, barbed wire and sandbags 
from 
the depredations 
of 
rioting 
Chinese. 


One large shell exploded at the 
Peacock Studio, near United States 
marina headquarters in the 
settle- 
in cut, but no casualties were report­ 
ed. 


Meanwhile, outside the city, 
the 
Cantonese* 
continued 
their 
almost 
unimpeded advance. 
It 
was offici­ 
ally announced that Soochow, west 
of Shanghai, had fallen to the n a ­ 
tionalists. 
Americans wen* evacuating N a n ­ 
king. where both American and Bril 
irh troops had landed to protect for­ 
eign lives and property as southern 
troops made their way into the city. 
Gunboats in the Yangtze river were 
prepared to give aid if necessary, but 
no firing had been reported. 
S h a n tu n g 
troops were 
reported 
looting the * enter of N anking as the 
Cantonese struggled into th e 
ou t­ 
skirts. 
Heavy cannonading was go­ 
ing on within a mile of the city it­ 
self. 
Nationalist troops and 
rem nants 
of the north ern defense arm y were 
engaged In a bitter 
b a t t l e at the 
N orth Station at S hanghai late thi.- 
afternoon and several British soldiers 
were reported to have been wounded. 
Previously it had been 
reported 
that “ w hite” Russians, a l l i e d with 
th e notherners. were in possession 
ot an armored train at th* 
station 
and 
were 
firing 
an 
18-pounder 
mounted on the train. 
Looting was reported 
in 
many 
parts of the native city, hut none oc­ 
curred in the 
foreign 
settlement. 
where 
defense 
troops 
maintained 
absolute order. 
A water famine was feared because 
of the strike of employes 
of 
the 
waterworks. 
Authorities maintained 
a partial supply today hy employing 
Russians to man the works. 
The 
food supply was plentiful. 
The Cantonese were officially Iii 
possession of th*1 e ntire native por­ 
tion of .Shanghai, bul chaos ruled the 
st rems. 
Incoming southern troops, poorly 
directed, were r u n n in g hither 
and 
t h it h e r while m achine guns truckled 
and fires, already reported to have 
destroyed a score of 
buildings 
in 
th e ch a p el section, spread rapidly. 
Chinese 
gunmen 
took advantage 
of th e confusion to ply their trade. 
The French Catholic international 
orphanage in the Chapel 
district. 
which housed hundreds of children, 
was reported burned. 
Fate of th" 
Inmates could not he learned. 
Nearly a score of foreigners, m o st­ 
ly soldiers, had been wounded but 
so far as was known none had been 
killed since a Cantonese bullet ended 
the life of a British Punjab soldier 
outside th** settlement early yester­ 
day. 
His death resulted from a brisk 
skirmish when Cantonese soldiers in 
civilian clothes rushed an outpost 
In the Darroch road. 
The Punjab-* 
retreated and an armored car cam-* 
to their rescue. 
It wan disabled by 
fire from nearby houses, 
but 
was 
able to fight off the soldiers until 
a n o th er armored car 
arrived 
and 
carried the wounded and th e crew 
of the first car hack to the settle­ 
ment. 
In contrast to the native city, the 
foreign j-ettlement was orderly but 
tense 
Fifteen hundred IL 8. m a ­ 
rines were among th e troops g u a r d ­ 
ing the settlement. 
A massive native citizens dem on­ 
stration was planned this afternoon 
n e a r th e F rench concession. 
It was 
to be a formal welcome to th e n a ­ 
tionalists, but observers saw grav.-* 
danger in the meeting.

fore February lo makes the vehicle owner subject, to a penalty o f 
25 cents a day for delayed i egis! rat ion. 
But using the streets < r 
highw ays on or after April I without a proper tag is declared b\ 
law to be a misdemeanor, with the danger of a fine or a jail term 
lacin g anyone who is arrested and convicted. 
The six weeks l e e ­ 
way is provided in the law to give the Secretary of State time lo 
take care of the rush of applications which come in just beton 
Feb. lo, but Mike Holm announces that this accumulation bas all 
been cleared up and that hereafter 
tags 
will 
be 
mailed 
oui 
promptly as applications come in. 
The law gives no standing to “ License Applied for” and sim ­ 
ilar borne made sigils that are sometimes attached to cars. 
It pro­ 
vides that “No person shall operate or drive a motor vehicle on 
any highway unless such vehicle shall have been registered in a c ­ 
cordance with the laws of this State and shall have the number 
plates assigned to it by the registrar conspicuously displayed 
thereon iii such manner that the view thereof shall not be o b ­ 
structed.” 
Persons who have iii good faith made applicat ion for 
a license and not received it, may take a chance and “get by" for 
a day cr two if they slav iii Pie common ii > when- ihe\ ;wc well 
known, but it is not safe to go vers far awns from home without 
real license plates. 
Under the law pooled above, license plates should be pla"ed 
so that they are not wholly or partly covered by radialoi caver;, 
bumpers, trunks or anything else which may be permanently or 
temporarily attached lo the machine.

they shall be fastened so that Pug do not swing, and thai they 
shall at all limes lie kept clean and free of grease, dust or dirt so 
that the lettering is plainly visible at all times.
